Students  attended  workshops  and  made  presentations  of  their  200 1  summer 
internships. 

Dr.  Linda  Hayden,  Principal  Investigator  for  the  ONR  Research  Program,  was 
awarded  the  Technical  Achiever  of  The  Year  Award  in  the  Educator  Category.  Her  presentation  was  made  by  President  Katherine 
Coleman  and  Mr.  Rupert  Graham,  Jr.  of  the  National  Technical  Association. 

Carl  Seward  was  recognized  as  having  the  first  place  entry  for  the  undergraduate 
student  presentations.  His  presentation  was  entitled  Form  Factors  and  Distribution 
Amplitudes  for  Positively  Charged  Pions .  His  internship  was  served  at  Hampton 
University  in  the  Undergraduate  Institute  in  Physics  (UniPhy  -  REU)  Program  under 
Dr.  Claudia  Rankins. 


"The  Earth  Science  Enterprise  is  NASA's  contribution  to  developing  a  vastly  improved  understanding  of  the  Earth.  The 
unique  vantage  point  of  space  provides  information  about  the  Earth's  air,  land,  water,  and  life  and  their  interactions  not 
available  using  any  other  means.  To  effectively  and  efficiently  contribute  to  Earth  System  Science 
Education,  one  focus  of  the  Earth  Science  Enterprise  is  to  train  the  next  generation  of  scientists  to  use 
an  interdisciplinary  approach..." 

During  the  two-day  summer  academy,  students  tour  The  Great  Dismal  Swamp  and  actively  become 
involved  with  water  testing  techniques.  Students  attend  both  Geo- 
science  and  Computer  Science  workshops.  Internet  workshops  focus 
on  NASA  educational  resources  relating  the  Earth  system  science. 
The  Earth  System  Science  Academy  offers  the  opportunity  to  learn 
about  the  health  of  local  waterways  and  The  Great  Dismal  Swamp. 
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This  year's  Celebration  of  Women  in  Mathematics  Day  (Sonia  Kovalevsky  Day)  was  held  on  September  28th  on  the  campus  of 
Elizabeth  City  State  University.  Over  400  girls  and  their  teachers  from  Elizabeth  City  Middle  School,  River  Road  Middle  School, 
Weldon  High^School,  Washington  County  Union,  and  Enfield  Middle  school  attended  hands-on 

workshops  and  listened  to  speakers  on  the  role  of  women  in  the  mathematics 
field  today. 

Workshops  forthe  day  included:  Math  Sprint  Competition,  "M&M's"Line 
Plots  and  Graphing,  Solving  Linear  Equations,  Calculating  Your  New  Car 
Payment,_Computer  Spreadsheets,  TI 83  Graphics  Calculators,  Math  in 
Flight,  and  others.

in  Ocean  and  Marine  Science 

The  LfRE/OMS  program  objective  was  to  promote  the  professional  development  of  minority  undergraduate 
students  through  their  participation  in  ocean  and  marine  science  research.  The  program  consisted  often 
undergraduates.  Each  student  was  assigned  to  a  specific  research  team,  where  he/she  worked  closely  with  the  faculty.  In 
addition,  seminars,  lunch  meetings,  and  social  functions  were  organized  to  facilitate  undergraduate  interaction.  The  project  wa.s 
conducted  for  six  weeks  during  the  summer  of 
2001 ,  with  on-line  mentoring  and  follow-up  during 
the  200 1  -02  academic  year. 


Geographical  Information  System  (GIS) 

Arcvie^v/Gis  Software  As  A  Tool  For  Evaluating  Coastal  Population 

Coastal  area  planners  have  to  devise  methods  for  gathering  and  analyzing  information  regarding  populated  areas.  Issues  such  as: 
comprehensive  land-use,  farmland  preservation,  various  zoning,  traffic  signalization,  roadway  structmng,  and  bridge  sufficiency  ratings 
have  to  be  put  into  numbers  and  studied  because  they  are  of  geographic  importance  and  relate  to  population.  The  most  effective  tool  for 
handling  the  task  is  the  ARCVIEW/GIS.  The  spatial  capabilities  of  ARCVIEW/GIS  produces  digital  maps  with  vector  features  produced 
using  arcs,  nodes,  polygons,  and  label  points.  This  in  turn  allows  us  to  interpret  and  understand  the  information  that  has  been  gathered  by 
the  area  planners  and  processed  by  the  GIS  in  a  digital  manner  by  the  system.  Correlations  and  patterns  will  be  discussed  in  regards  to 
how  the  number  of  roads  effect  population  in  coastal  areas. 

Advanced  Very  High  Resolution  Radiometer  (AVHRR) 

Coast  Watch  Validation  Study  Team 

The  Coast  Watch  Validation  Study  team  conducted  research  to  determine  the  reliability  and  accuracy  of  Coast  Watch.  To  conduct  this 
study  CoastWatch  software,  AVHRR  datasets,  and  ground  truthing  were  utilized.  AVHRR  composites  were  also  created  and  analyzed. 
Those  composites  were  then  compared  to  data  collected  fi-om  various  sources  one  being  the  Field  Research  Facility  (FRF). 

Physics  of  Remote  Sensing  (RS) 

Validation  of  LITE  Tropospheric  and  Stratospheric  Temperature  Measurements 

The  Lidar-hi-Space-Technology-Experiment  (LITE)  w^s  flown  on  the  STS-64  in  September  of  1 994.  LITE  was  the  first  lidar  developed 
to  fly  in  Earth's  orbit  and  perform  atmospheric  studies.  The  LFTE  mission  had  three  major  objectives:  validate  instruments  for  operational 
spacebome  lidars,  explore  as  many  applications  of  spacebome  lidars  as  possible,  and  gather 
information  on  the  range  and  variability  of  cloud, 
aerosol,  and  surface  return  signals  for  use  in 
designing  future  systems.  LITE  used  a  Nd;  YAG 
laser  operating  at  three  chaimels  1 064  nm,  532  nm, 
and  355  nm  to  study  Earth's  lower  atmosphere.
